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Pot charged with 
racism and 




McGill students from various 
(acuities last night formed an ad 
hoc committee to raise the issues 
of sexism and racism on campus, 
in response to the latest edition 
of the Plumber's Pot. The commit- 
tee was created after over 40 stu- 
dents met in the Union to discuss 
the paper, published by the 
Engineering Undergraduates 
Society. 
The committee began circulat- 
" ing a petition this morning calling 
for the resignation of the Pof edi- 
tors and those responsible for 
.yesterday's Issue, and their 
appearance "before a forum of 
McGill students to justify their 
actions." 

Yesterday's Pot- contained, 
among other items: 

• a cartoon associating Union' 
manager Frank Costi with the 
Mafia and labelling Student Coun- 
cillors Will Hoffman and Whitney 
Hardy as "super pimp and his 
faithful companion super whore". 

• an unsigned article which 
described members of the Gay 
Society of McGill as "perverts", 
and expresSBcR-surprlse that 
Buildings and Grounds 
workers— "incompetents"— could 
"even tie their shoe laces". 

• a statement to the effect that 
the Students' Society is run by 
"fucking disgusting shitheads". 

• a picture of a naked woman in 
a provocative position with the 
caption: "Ride with us, Fuck the 
Metro, Grab a bust". A Metro 
direction sign pointed to the 
woman's crotch. 

The Editorial Board of the Pot, 
In a statement released yester- 
day, recognized that "specific por- 
tions" of their paper were In "poor 
taste". (The full text of their stàte- 
— -it appears on page 3). 

leanwhile, the petition circu- 
lated by the committee states that 
attacks such as those in yester- 
day's Pof "against specific 
individuals, women, gays, Jews, 
Italians, political groups, and uni- 
versity workers, must bo opposed 
so that they will never occur 
again." 

The decision to form a commit- 
tee to plan action came last night 
after two hours of heated debate 
on the implications of the contents 
of the Pot. 




EUS President Jan Peeters 
urged students to deal with the 
issue "in a quiet and rational mat- 
ter". 

'The best -way to deal with 
something like that," he said, "is 
to shut up." 

The people at the meeting dis- 
agreed with him, but insisted, 
however, that the issue should not 
degenerate into a personal ven- 
detta against Pof staffers, but 
should be used in an educational 
way to show sexism and racism 
as part of modern society. But 
most students maintained that the 
Pot editors should be removed in 
order to set a precedent "that 
those type of -things won't be 
accepted again." 

Peeters pointed out that the Pof 
editors could be removed if 
enough engineering students 



petitioned for an EUS open meet- 
ing to carry through such an 
action. 

"Something along these lines 
will probably be forthcoming," 
Peeters said. 

Students' Council engineering 
representative Harn Yawnghwe 
commenting on the latest Pot 
issue said: "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, this, kind ol thing is not 
representative at all of engineers. 
I'm definitely against this thing 
and I'm sure most engineers are." 

"A large group of concerned 
engineers are going to have a 
statement out on this subject 
shortly," he said. . 

At an EUS meeting earlier in 
the day, a fourth year engineering 
student also had something to say 
about the Pot's latest issue. He

Nf Id. students

ST. JOHN'S .(CUP )-Nearly 1500 
students occupied the Arts and 
Administration Building of Memor- 
ial University Wednesday to pro- 
test the Administration's unilateral 
decision to discontinue collection 
of compulsory student union fees. 

The decision, announced last 
Tuesday in a press release from 
Memorial President Lord Stephen 
Taylor, would put an end to the 
collection of the fees, as the Union 
would have no way to enforce col- 
lection. 

The students feel that Taylor 
end the Administration had no 
right to make the decision uni- 
laterally, without any negotiation

with the Union. They also feel that 
students, not administrators, 
should make the decision as to 
whether- Union membership 
should be compulsory or volun- 
tary. 

The Administration timed its 
announcement so that it was 
made on the first day of a five-day 
mid-term break, delaying student 
action on the move until this week. 

A general meeting held .on 
Tuesday, with 3000 of the 
school's 7500 students attending, 
voted to oppose the Administra- 
tion and to occupy the Administra- 
tion Building. 

The students occupied Taylor's 
office as well as the offices of the 
Comptroller and the Vice- 
President, and waited for Taylor 
to return from a lecture he was 
giving to engineering students. 

When Taylor arrived at his 
office, he was protected by a cor- 
don of 15 or 20 engineers, who 
said that they were opposed to 
the Students' Union in its present 
form and supported the President 

Taylor left the building after the 
occupiers refused to vacate. He 
had offered to discuss the issue 
with them two at a time, if they 
would leave his office. 

The Administration attempted 
to persuade the students to leave 
the building and send a negotiat- 
ing committee. The students voc- 
iferously refused and stated that 
they intended to continue the 
occupation In order to win their 
demands.

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The attitude prevalent throughout 
yesterday's issue of the Plumber's Pot 
is only one blatant example of the sex- 
ism, racism, and general degradation 1 
of human values, in our society. Most 
people submit to the constant 
bombardment of these values, and are 
only jarred out of their complacency 
when the barrage attains inordinate 
proportions. 

This is most effectively illustrated by 
the fact that the Pot's consistently 
insulting editorial policies failed to 
evoke widespread student disapproval 
until yesterday's outrageous edition. 
Since then, those responsible for the 



paper's contents have apologized and 
admitted the validity of the protests 
launched against them. Of course, an 
"apology" in such circumstances is 
meaningless. The Pof's editors and 
their prolific cartoonist have given no 
indication that they are sincerely inte- 
rested in attacking the roots of the 
attitudes they have publicly displayed, 
both in themselves and in the structure 
of present society. 

The EUS Council decided that the 
behavior of their editors does not con- 
stitute sufficient grounds for impeach- 
ment, a decision which, in essence, 
Is a tacit endorsement of the Pof's 



policies. The EUS President has been 
spending his time trying to convince 
angered students not to "overreact". 

Faced with this official inertia, McGill 
students should organize to change 
the editorial policies of the Pot. A call 
for the resignation of the editors from 
the students themselves— and not 
from a bureaucratic clique or from the 
Administration's, "disciplinary" organs 
—would not be an infringement on 
the newspaper's autonomy, but would 
rather set a valuable precedent for the 
entire McGill community in its rejection 
of racism, sexism, and personal slan- 
der.
